Lax controls 
blamed for 
drug problem 
Timebomb precautions given Caro 


Lax federal and state controls over 
shipment and distribution of narcotics 
and dangerous drugs in California were 
scored Friday at an unprecedented coun­ 
ty-wide drug conference held in the 
County Administration Building. Sup­ 
ervisor Francis H. Beattie took part 
in the conference. 
The Santa Barbara conference of top- 
ranking county figures in the fields of 
law enforcement, health, probation, edu­ 
cation and the courts, heard Dr. Wil­ 
liam Johnson, a psychiatric director 
of the County Mental Health Depart­ 
ment, unloose an attack on what he term­ 
ed an extremely loose system now pre­ 
vailing and contributing to proliferating 
drug use by youngsters and others. 
Amphetamines and barbiturates “ are 
too easy to get,” said Dr. Johnson. 
“ Persons using a fictitious doctor's 
name can get thousands of them ship­ 
ped to an address for resale at 20 
cents each . . . some doctors distri­ 
bute drugs wholesale by the hundreds 
generally for weight-control use.” 
County Medical 
Health Department 
head Norbert J. 
McNamara told the 
conference 
barbituates 
and ampheta­ 
mines are “available at any high school 
and most junior high schools in the coun­ 
ty . . . and are in many ways protect­ 
ed by the law and very difficult to 
deal with. They are the sleeping pills, 
diet pills, and stay awake pills many of 
us use in our daily lives.” 
They are easily available, and Dr. 
Norbert said the proof was that Los An­ 
geles Police Department has been known 
to have ordered 40,000 of them from a 
New York firm using a fictitious name 
and address of the police department. 
The full order came without any ques­ 
tions, he said. And still loopholes like 
this cannot be closed at this time. 
Two other principal speakers at the 
conference said stress should be placed 
— in any preventative program — on 
the source and distribution of drugs un­ 
der present methods. 
Art North, assistant Santa Barbara 
City Schools superintendent, declared 
that the “ most dangerous and most 
available” narcotics are those handed 
“over prescription counters” at drug 
stores. 
And County School Superintendent Lo­ 
renzo Dall’Armi said a prime need is 
“to look at the source of drugs.” 
Supervisor Joe X Callahan, of San­ 
ta Barbara, who presided at the three- 
hour session, said a further meeting will 
be called at which the public will par­ 
ticipate. He said that out of these meet­ 
ings he is hoping that “something good 
will come in the way of an effective and 
continuing program” aimed at “alleviat­ 
ing this scourge that is attacking our 
young people.” 
Other findings at the conference in­ 
clude: 
—A recommendation by District At­ 
torney David D. Minier that narcotics 
education begin in the fourth grade. It’s 
“too late” by the time they get to high 
school, he said. He found Santa Barbara 
and environs the “ hotbed” of drug use 
in the county and felt the nearness of 
UC Santa Barbara campus and Isla Vis­ 
ta one reason for it. Lompoc has the least 
problem and Santa Maria’s problem is 
“somewhere in between Lompoc and 
Santa Barbara,” he felt. 
—The practice of sending youths found 
with marijuana off to jail as a deter­ 
rent to others “hasn't worked.” Educa­ 
tional methods must be used, utilizing ex­ 
addicts and reformer 
users who can 
“turn on” present youthful drug takers 
by telling them the sordid truth about 
drugs. 
—Too much blame is placed on par­ 
ents. They shouldn't be blamed when 
their children take drugs any more than 
they should be blamed for mental ill­ 
ness on the part of their children. 
-A “Freedom Clinic” wheretheCoun- 
ty Health Department will treat without 
charge drug users who need medication 
may be set up this year by the County 
Health Department if it can get $237,- 
000 in Federal funding. 
-Drug users seeking medical help 
shouldn’t be turned in to law anforce- 
ment agencies, but should get help as 
needed. 
—Mental health clinics are now seeing 
more and more heroin cases. Since Gov. 
Reagan’s Operation Intercept at the Mexi­ 
can border, it is now “far easier to get 
heroin in Isla Vista than marijuana,” 
mental health director Dr. McNamara 
said. 
—Probation Officer Clifford Homer un­ 
derscored the rapid increase in juvenile 
use of drugs. He said juvenile drug 
arrests have gone from one in 1960 in 
the county to 401 in 1968. He said it is 
estimated that for every arrest there 
are 20 youths actually using drugs.

Egypt today began warning civilians, 
especially residents of Cairo, of the pre­ 
cautions to take against timebombs drop­ 
ped by Israeli planes. Egyptian artillery 
at the same time bombarded the Israeli- 
occupied Sinai Peninsula at the southern 
end of the Suez Canal. 


On the diplomatic front, the United 
Nations summoned its truce supervisor 
for talks on efforts to restore the fal­ 
tering cease-fire in the Middle East. 
The warning to Egyptian civilians was 
issued by Under-secretary of the Interior 
Youssef Bahader two days after Israeli 
warplanes bombed a Cairo factory, kill­ 
ing 70 workers. Three unexploded time 


bombs had to 
be defused by military 
demolition teams. 
Bahader 
told 
civilians they should 
evacuate their homes if timebombs fell 
nearby and said the entire area must be 
roped off as soon as authorities have 
been informed. 


Israel said the factory bombing was 
a mistake and warned Egypt some of the 
bombs used in the raid were timed to 
explode 24 hours later. Egyptian offi­ 
cials said timebombs also had been used 
in previous Israeli raids against mili­ 
tary targets. 
Egyptian guns surrounding Suez City 
and Port Tewfik pounded Israeli in­ 
stallations on the opposite bank of the 


canal for several hours, an Egyptian 
spokesman said. 
He said the Arab gunners set an am­ 
munition dump on fire and that flames 
were visible in Suez City. 
Lt. Gen. Odd Bull, chief of the 100- 
man United Nations truce supervision 
group on the Suez Canal flew to New 
York for talks with U.N. Secretary 
General Thant. He was called in after 
the Soviet Union, France and Britain 
failed to agree to an American proposal 
that the Big Four nations take steps to 
reestablish the ceasefire. 
In Amman, a three-day religious holi­ 
day opened today with talks still in prog­ 
ress between the government of King Hus­ 
sein 
and 
Palestinian 
guerrillas who 


clashed with government forces for two 
days. 
A truce reached late Thursday between 
the government and 10 guerrilla organ­ 
izations ended the sporadic violence 
which claimed 19 lives on both sides. 
The fighting broke out after Hussein's 
government 
of 
bans 
against carry­ 
ing, storing and firing arms. The guer­ 
rillas objected. 


Jordan’s population is half Palestinian, 
and Amman, a city of 400,000 is 75 per 
cent Palestinian and overwhelmingly in 
favor of the guerrillas. 
In Amman, a 36-year-old surgeon who 
now heads an Arab guerrilla group said 
today his men attacked an Israeli El 


A1 Airlines bus at Munich airport Tues­ 
day in hopes of kidnaping Israeli De­ 
fense Minister Moshe Dayan. 
Dayan’s son was at the airport and 
escaped injury. But the defense min­ 
ister was in Israel. 
Dr. Issam Saratawi said the Action Or­ 
ganization for the Liberation of Palestine 
had heard “a certain Mr. Dayan” was 
to be aboard an El A1 flight that day. 


Dr. Saratawi said the idea was to hi­ 
jack the plane with Dayan in it and fly 
it to some Arab capital in an effort 
to force the exchange of captured Arabs. 
One man was killed and 11 injured in 
the series of grenade explosions at Mun­ 
ich's Riem Airport.

Novel 
Pasadena 
school plan 


PASADENA (UPI) — 
An extensive, 
precedent - setting 
integration 
plan 
was approved Friday, slicing the Pasa­ 
dena 
school district 
into 
four “cor­ 
ridors” in order to desegregate 
the 
schools by September in accordance with 
a federal court order. 
The city board of education approved 
the wide-sweeping plan in general, with 
some 
details remaining to be work­ 
ed out. 


The plan will effect the some 30,500 
students in the system, of which 58 per 
cent are white, 
30 per cent are black 
and 
12 per cent Mexican-American and 
Oriental. 
The Pasadena plan was the first for 
a community outside the South with a 
large minority enrollment, and attempts 
to hold busing 
to a minimum through 
geographical combinations of four areas. 
As the board was about to meet Fri­ 
day, the attorneys general of three South­ 
ern 
states filed briefs as “friends of 
the court” in U.S. 
District 
Court in 
an effort 
to intervene 
in 
the • Pasa­ 
dena case. 


In the role of “friend of the court,” 
the officials — A. F. Summer of Miss­ 
issippi, 
Jack P. 
F. 
Gremillion of 
Louisiana 
and MacDonald 
Gallion of 
Alabama 
— intend to argue jointly for 
“ a 
single 
constitutional 
standard” 
in all the states for achieving desegre­ 
gation. 
U.S. 
Dist. Court Judge Manuel Real 
set March 4 for a hearing on the motion 
and at the same time granted the Pasa­ 
dena 
educational 
board an additional 
48 hours in which to file its plan. The 
district 
had had until Monday to come 
up with the plan. 
The Pasadena plan discards the tra­ 
ditional “ neighborhood school” idea in 
favor of dividing the city 
horizontally 
east - to - west into four corridors and 
the setting up of an “ education park” 
for certain grades. 
The zones were intentionally drawn 
east-to-west to cut across black and 
white neighborhoods which 
generally 
form a north-south pattern. 
A spokes­ 
man 
said 
busing would 
vary from 
a maximum 
of about eight miles 
to 
less than a mile for some pupils. The 
average distance was about three miles, 
he said,

carry out bomb attacks 


SAIGON 
(UPI) — Viet 
Cong bomb 
squads 
operating in Saigon have been 
recruiting 
children to carry out ter­ 
rorist 
attacks in the capital, informed 
Allied sources said today. 
The Viet Cong are using children in 
the belief they are less likely to get 
caught in government identity checks, 
South Vietnamese 
as young as 17 can 
be drafted. The sources 
said the chil­ 
dren being recruited for bombings are 
much younger than that. 
As an example, terrorists 
tried to 
bomb an American officers billet Nov. 
22 in Saigon’s Chinese 
section known 
as Cholon. The explosives were in a cart 
pushed near the officers 
quarters by 
two little boys. It went off but failed 


to 
cause 
much damage. Police said 
one of the 94-pound explosive charges 
failed to go off. 


In the first weeks of 1970, terrorists 
carried out bombings near two other 
American 
military quarters in down­ 
town Saigon and caused heavy damage 
to the National Press Center. Only one 
of the incidents caused injuries. 
About 200 Viet Cong are assigned to 
the two commando battaliins designed 
as the “ N10” and “ N13” 
groups re­ 
sponsible for such terrorist incidents, 
the source said. Also operating in Sai­ 
gon, a crowded 
city 
of nearly three 
million 
persons, 
are several assas­ 
sination squads.

Members of the seven - man regional 
Water Quality Control Board yesterday 
deferred approving a water quality plan 
for the Santa Ynez and Lompoc areas 
pending clarification of problems at Ca- 
chuma Reservoir. 
The action came at the end of a mara­ 
thon hearing in Lompoc, highlighted by a 
landmark crackdown on four Monterey 
Bay area cities or sewer districts and 
on the federal military installation at 
Fort Ord. 
The action was taken under authority 
of the Porter-CologneWaterQualityCon- 
trol Act of 1969. Under the code, the 
state’s 
eight 
regional 
water 
quali­ 
ty 
control 
boards, 
including 
the 
central region board, are ordered to “for­ 
mulate and adopt water quality control 
plans for all areas within the region.” 


The powers of the boards are extend­ 
ed “ to include any person discharging 
waste 
or proposing to discharge wash* 
within any region that could affect the 
quality of the waters of the state, in­ 
cluding any person who is a citizen, 
domiciliary, or political agency or entity 
of this state which may discharge waste 
outside the boundaries of the state in a 
manner that could affect the quality of 
the waters of the state within any re­ 
gion.” 
The sweeping powers were leveled 
against the Department of Defense spraw­ 
ling installation at Ford Ord, at sanitary 
districts serving Seaside and Carmel and 
at the cities of Pacific Grove and Mon­ 
terey. 
Seaside County Sanitation District in 
Monterey County was hardest hit. The 
board ruled that the district must halt 
the pollution of Monterey Bay immedi­ 
ately and that no new sewer connections 
may be initiated except those for which 
building permits have already been gran­ 
ted. 
Representatives of the State Attorney 
General’s office were on hand to act on 
the 
decisions. 
To 
implement the de­ 
cisions the Attorney General must get 
a court injunction, a process that will 
probably be achieved in the next few days, 
according to the officials. A $6,000a-day 
fine is possible under the law. 
The action against the Seaside dis­ 
trict was taken despite pleas of hard­ 
ship by representatives of the City of 
Seaside. The representatives said the 
district and the area had done its ut­ 
most to comply with an original cease 
and desist order issued 60 days ago. 
Board members ruled that the district 
had had adequate warning. 
A statement by the military command 
at Fort Ord indicated some difference 


of opinion as to whether the military 
installation lieing a federal entity came 
under the purview of the state law. Mem­ 
bers of the water quality control l>oard, 
however, took a different view and ruled 
that the Army base could mak»* no new 
sew er hookups pending compliance with 
the stringent standards im|x)s.nl by the 
state. 
Board memlx*r W. T. Branson in a < oni- 
ment on Seaside, said he was sympath­ 
etic with the area’s problems, but noted: 
“ If we’re going to do something alxxit 
pollution, we must start today and not 
tom orrow .” Later the board informed 
Seaside representatives that the prohi­ 
bitions against the area would be lifted 
when the state standards were met. The 
move against the bay area entities, 
including Fort Ord were triggered with 
the closing of segments of beach area 
because of high bacteria count. 
Lome Smith, representing the City 
of Monterey criticized the board because 
he said another nearby bay area was 
guilty of ¡>ollution and had not yet been 
cited. The lioard ordered the staff to 
investigate the charge and to initiate 
studies of all 
oastal areas within its 
jurisdiction. 
The board also ordered a numix*r of the 
bay entities to explore the possibility of 
joint sew er outfall facilities. 
Thomas Stetson, engineer, represent­ 
ing the Santa Ynez River Water Con­ 
servation D istrict mack.1 a successfulM d 
for a delay in consideration of the plan 
for the Santa Ynez and Lompoc val­ 
leys. He argued that the board would 
need time to study a lengthy report 
which lie had written on the plan and that 
they must clarify water quality standards 
at Cachuma Reservoir. 
Stetson praised the proposed plan and 
commended the board for doing a neces­ 
sary job. He said the local entities would 
have no trouble in meeting the provi­ 
sions of the plan. 
Thomas Bailey, senior engieer for the 
board indicated he would qualify a pro­ 
posed clampdown on home water soften­ 
e rs in the Lompoc area, when the Iward 
convened again. He said “ reasonable al­ 
ternatives” for disposal of the salt < on- 
tent of tin* softeners would be accepta­ 
ble to him. The provision had been 
aim ed at improving the quality of the 
basin water underground in the Lompoc 
Plain.

Alternative tax reform program planned 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Senate Dem­ 
ocratic 
floor leader George R. Mos- 
cone is preparing 
an ’alternative’ to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s tax revision pro­ 
gram. 
The 
San 
Francisco Democrat said 
Friday 
he will submit the plan next 
week to the Democratic caucus, which 
he hopes will embrace the plan and re­ 
ject the governor’s proposals. 
Moscone said his package will aim to 
guarantee lower income Californians 
the 
same 
tax relief as wealthier in­ 
dividuals. 
He said he began drafting the mea­ 
sure last week after meeting Reagan to 
discuss the governor’s program. 
” 1 told the governor he ought to elim­ 
inate as much controversy 
as possi­ 
ble,” Moscone said adding that Demo- 
crats have a “ deep problem” with Rea­ 
gan’s plan to permanently raise the sales 


tax 
from 
5 to 6 
cents on the dollar. 
“ The sales tax increase 
makes 
it 
tough for Democrats to support because 
lower 
people who don’t own a home 
or pay much income tax are not going 
to get much relief,” he said. 
Moscone 
said his proposal 
would 
boost the homeowner’s exemption from 
$750 
to 
$2,000. 
Reagan 
would hike 
it to $1,000. 
The governor would give income tax­ 
payers 
who 
rent 
a $50 credit. Mos­ 
cone said 
he 
would give a $100 “ re­ 
bate” in check form to renters. 


Both 
Reagan and Moscone agree that 
a system of withholding 
state income 
taxes 
should 
be installed The law­ 
maker estimated that the system would 
net the state 
an extra $150 
million 
annually in revenue from forcing those 
who escape the levy to pay it. 


“ Withholding 
eliminates the need 
for new taxes,” he said, including an in­ 
crease in the sales tax. 
His program would also reduce 
the 
27V2 
per cent oil depletion allowance, 
but declined to give a specific percent­ 
age at this time. Reagan would trim the 
allowance to between 10 and 15 percent. 
Moscone would “ wipe out” the spe­ 
cial tax treatment he said that is now 
afforded to persons 
on income earned 
from capital gains, such as the buying 
and selling of securities. 


The Democratic leader also said his 
package 
would 
include 
“ additional” 
means of taxation to raise replacement 
revenue 
lost to local 
government by 
increasing the homeowner’s property tax 
exemption. 
He said he would sketch 
in the do- 
tails of his revenue - raising plans next 


week, but indicated they may tm hiace 
new methods of taxation 
Reagan says he will not approve any 
new taxes. 
He explains 
his proposal 
to hike 
the sales tax by saying it is 
merely 
shifting the burden to balance 
the entire program. 
Moscone 
called the governor’s 
ex­ 
planation 
“ sem antics,” 
adding 
that 
Democrats 
view 
it as 
a 
tax irv 
crease that will hit low income persons 
hardest. 
“ I 
think you can consider this pack­ 
age 
an alternative to the governor’s 
program,” he said. 
Asked the fate of his program if he 
fails to win the endorsement of fellow 
Democrats, he replied:

Nation's economy 
continues cooling

Three government signposts 
this past week seem to point to 
a continuing cooling down in 
the nation’s economy. 
Industrial production, a ma­ 
jor indicator of the direction 
the economy is taking, conti­ 
nued to drop off in latest 
government 
figures 
to 
the 
lowest point in three years. 
Personal income, another ma­ 
jor indicator, registered the 
smallest gains in two years. 
The Commerce Department 
<mi Thursday revised its esti­ 
mate for the Gross National 
Product during the final quar­ 
ter 
of 
last 
year and the 
direction was also downward. It 
said the value of the total 
output of goods and services 
dropped about $1 billion behind 
a preliminary report issued last 
month, a decline of one-tenth of 
1 per cent in the October- 
December period exclusive of 
price inflation. 
According to the National 
Bureau of Economic Research, 
another decline in the “ real” 
GNP for the first quarter of 
this year would technically be 
classified as a recession, the 
first in nine years. 
Paul W. McCracken, chair­ 
man of the Council of Economic 
Advisers,

Some of the passengers freed 
from 65 days of detention in the 
Communist North shed tears 
and waved handkerchiefs at 
newsmen as they crossed the 
bridge over the Imjin River. 
The passengers included 33 men 
and six women. They were 
taken to Seoul 35 miles south by 
bus. 
The United Nations Command 
(UNC) had asked repeatedly 
for release of the passengers 
during meetings of the Korean 
Military Armistice Commis­ 
sion. 
Information 
Minister Shin 
Bum-shik 
of

Korea 
demanded that North Korea 
“ immediately and uncondition­ 
ally repatriate the rest of the 
persons,

snow piled up from Southern 
Illinois to Wyoming during a 
six-hour span'early today, as an 
expanding snowstorm extended 
from the mid-Mississippi Val­ 
ley into the Central Rockies.

tions to the jury. U.S. District 
Court Judge Julius J. Hoffman 
postponed 
until 
today 
his 
instructions to the jury-the 
only remaining item of busi­ 
ness. 
Foran said the defendants, 
charged 
with 
conspiring to 
incite riots during the conven­ 
tion, came to Chicago with a 
“ schedule of violence.” 


“ The future is with those who

be truthflil,

loving. Do you know who said 
that? Gandhi. The future is 
not with these liars and the 
obscene behavior these men 
had participated in.

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'Dream race' lives up 


to billing; Me Grady wins

I N G L E W O O D 
(UPD- 
Martin McGrady removed any 
doubt 
^bout 
his being the 
greatest 600-yard runner in the 
world Friday night in the 11th 
annual Times Indoor Games by 
breaking his own record in the 
event. 
Running in what lived up to 
its billing as a “dream race,” 
McGrady 
and 
Olympic 400 
meter champion Lee Evans 
staged a torrid battle that 
proved too much for Australia’s 
Ralph Doubell who finished 
third. It was the first time in 15 
races indoors that Doubell has 
been beaten. 
But it took 
world record 
mark of 1:08.7 to win the race 
and so close was the finish that 
Evans was given the same time 
as McGrady whose old record 
set four years ago was 1:09. 
Evans, in a bold attempt to 


steal 
the 
race, 
cut inside 
McGrady on the gun lap and 
took the lead but the winner 
said that on sheer top physical 
condition he was able to lunge 
past Evans at the wire. “ Lee 
worried me,” McGrady said. 
“ He took me off guard. I didn’t 
expect it when he jumped me 
so early. It broke my concen­ 
tration for a moment.” 


Evans frankly admitted it 
was the greatest 600 he had 
ever run, and he thought it 
would take a world record to 
win. 
Doubell commented, “I did 
the best I could, but I’m just 
not fast enough to run the 600. 
I’ll never run this event again. 
If it had been another 100 
meters I would have done all 
right. I would face them on the 
boards at the halfmlle. ” 
The spine-tingling 600 had a

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A nation benefits 


It will be 50 years ago this foming August 26 that final 
ratification of the 19th Amendment gave Ameri'^an women 
victory in their long struggle for the right to vote. 
In 1920, everyone had his own opinion atiout what it augured 
for the future of the Republif. 
Male holdouts warned that the twittery females would be 
taken in by the first matinee-idol-type politician to come along. 
Others predicted that women would merely vote the way 
their husbands did, so why all the t)other in the first ¡dace ' 


The suffragettes, of course, were certain that it marked 
the beginning of a golflen age in which, undt r the watdiful 
electoral eye of women, war wouhl be outlawed, (orruption 
rooted out of government and society, and the earth inherited 
by the widow, the orphan and the meek. 
None of these things has hajipened. 
True, in the first presidential election in which they [»ar- 
ticipated, women heliied elect a handsome nonentity named 
Warren Harding. But so did the men, and Harding’s victory 
was more a reaction to the late war than the ajipeal of what a 
later generation would call his “ charism a.” 


Also true, women did—and do—vote much as their husbands 
do. 
But most couples share sim ilar backgrounds, t>eliefs 
and attitudes, or they don’t get married. 
Truest and saddest of all, female suffrage lias not sjiec- 
tacularly changed human history for the iKdter. 
But it 
would be gross injustice to minimize the acconiplishnients 
of the voting American woman over the past 50 years. 
In mid-February 1920, six months before the lOtti Amend­ 
ment went into effect, the League of Women Votors was 
born in Chicago, direct offspring of the National American 
Woman Suflrage Association led by Carrie Chapman Catt. 
The immediate task of the new league was the political 
education of 20 million newly enfranchised women. 
It has 
since grown into a unique, nonpartisan organization which 


promotes political resfxmsibility among all citizens and is 
today a recognized force in the making of public iiolicy. 
League women began the “ unfair” and “ unheard of” prac­ 
tice of sending que.'itionnaires tii candidates and keeping 
records of the promise-kee[)ing [lerforinance of politiciiiis. 
The first major national legislative success for the league 
was passage of an act providing federal grants-in-aid to the 
states for maternal and childcare programs, a campaign which 
pitted it in a fierce battle with those who believed federal 
funds should not be used for social welfare. 


Its first major defeat was America’s reiection of the League 
of Nations. 
During the ’30s and ’40s, the League worked nationally for 
passage of the Social Security Act. food and drug legislation, 
minimum 
wage and maximum hours laws, collective bar­ 
gaining, 
federal - state 
emjiloyment 
services, unemploy­ 
ment 
insurance and a merit system for hiring government 
employes, and on local levels for school improvements, hous­ 
ing, 'recreation, welfare and state voting reapportionment. 
Today, with IGO.QOO members 
in 1,300 local leagues in 
every state, the League of Women Voters continues its edu­ 
cational and fact-finding work in all these fields and more, in­ 
cluding the major new issue of environmental pollution. 
Requests for league services and support (om e from legis­ 
lators, industry, government officials, unions, poverty groups 
and just plain people. 
' 
The league has designated its 50th anniversary as The Year 
of the Voter, a year in which it will put special emphasis on 
underscoring the value of the franchise in our system of gov­ 
ernment. One of its activities will be a nationwide petition to 
win congressional representation for the re.sidentsof the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
Women have not changed the world. But ina multitude of ways 
over the past 
half-century, 
they 
have tau?ht us' all what 
American democracy is all about.

FRANCISCO (UPI)-If 
youth always did its rebelling in 
exactly the same manner, there 
would be no generation gap. 
That is one of the points Palo 
Alto, 
Calif,, 
author Alfred 
Coppel 
makes in his latest 
novel, 
“ A Little Time For 
Laughter,” published recently 
by Harcourt, Brace & World, 
Inc., of New York ($6.75). 
Coppel’s characters were of 
college age when the United 
States got into World War n. 
By 1969 it is quite easy for 
them to see vast differences in 
their values and those of the 
current war protesters. 
But it is much harder for 
them 
to see the similarity 
between the “ The Yanks are 
NOT Coming” signs of 1940 and 
the “ Hell, No! We Won’t Go” 
chants of 1969. 
Coppel makes other points in 
his novel, primarily about the 
responsibilities of friendship. 
The book starts with a high 
school graduation on the San 
Francisco Peninsula in 1940 and 
concludes in April of last year. 
Three couples are of primary 
concern although their involve­ 
ments through the years brings 
in numerous other characters. 
But by sending one of the boys 


to 
North 
Africa 
and 
the 
European theater with the U. S. 
Air Force, one to the South 
Pacific with the Marines and 
leaving one at home as a 4F, 
Coppel gets space and scope for 
his ideas. 
This is not to say that the 
book is merely a vehicle for 
philosophy-spouting. It is well- 
plotted with much action and 
many plot twists on several 
levels. 
But the inter-relation of the 
main characters allows him to 
indulge in sub-plots of great 
interest and still return easily 
to the main focus. 
Coppel keeps up the pace well 
throughout 
the 
novel 
and 
describes excellently the gener­ 
ation that was just reaching 
chronological 
maturity when 
the 
country 
went into the 
Second World War. 
His 
characters 
are well 
defined and his use of sex is 
excellent. The sex scenes are 
never extraneous but contribute 
to both plot advancement and 
character delineation.

Lack of fear is an attribute that 
does nothing toward the survi­ 
val of a species.

“ It must be remembered 
that, for untold centuries, this 
powerful creature feared noth­ 
ing. No animal on the continent 
could best the bison bull in a 
fair 
fight. 
The 
only North 


American animal powerful ei* 
ough to challenge a large bison 
bull was the grizzly bear, which 
weighed perhaps half as much 
as the bison.” 
But that, 
of course, was 
before the white man civilized 
the plains with his rifles.

Her Valentine hobby 
is collecting Kewpies

Anita Atha’s home is dolled 
up with Kewpies. 
“ When peo­ 
ple hear me talk about all my 
babies, they really wonder,” 
laughed Anita, who lives at 520 
N. Poppy. 
The proprietor of 
the Snack Shop at 112 N. H 
St. has accumulated 33 dolls 
from Illinois to California since 
her first purchase in the early 
1950’s. 
But most of them are gifts 
from her real children, such 
as the big vinyl Kewpie in the 
photo, currently manufactured 
by Cameo Products. 
It was 
given to her three years ago 
as a Valentine present by daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Patricia Stanbach of 
Mid City, Calif. 
A certain identification mark 
of the Kewpie is the tiny wings 
on the back of the doll. 
De­ 
signed by Rose O'Neill (Wil­ 
son) and first patented in 1913, 
the Kewpie continues to make 
comebacks. 
As early as 1909, 
an enterprising editor encour­ 
aged Rose O’Neill to adapt the 
little baby faces for a pop­ 
ular children’s cartoon strip. 
Up to that time, the faces had 
been used for decoration and 
magazine illustration. 
In a reply to his suggestion, 
Miss O’Neill said, “ I have for 
a long time called these per­ 
sons ‘kewpies’, diminuitive for 
Cupids, and 
it seems to me 
the name spelled so might be 
amusing to children.” 
But the Kewpie and other 
dolls conjured up by Rose O’­ 
Neill’s imagination were to be­ 


come popular with more than 
children. 
It became a world­ 
wide craze. Sufficiently doll- 
like for a child’s toy, impish 
enough for an adult mascot, 
Kewpies invaded thousands of 
homes and even made their de­ 
but as figurines on the radi­ 
ators of cars. They have been 
made 
into lamps, 
inkwells, 
spoon handles and brooches, 
notepaper, sweetmeats, toilet 
soaps and for children as cut­ 
out dressing sets. 
Anita herself, has a salt and 
pepper duo, two banks and oc­ 
casionally, a Kewpie peeking out 
from a potted plant. 
Her col­ 
lection is composed of Kew­ 
pies in a multitude of poses, 
constructed of bisque, china 
and unbreakable vinyl. 
About a year ago, Anita’s 
home was gouged by fire. Even 
today she has difficulty in re­ 
moving the last traces of smoke 
damage to her dolls. 
But Anita enjoys her collec­ 
tion “ because if I get a blue 
spell and I begin fussin’ around 
with those dolls, why, the first 
thing you know, I’m cheerful 
again.” 
Perhaps that was exactly what 
Rose O’Neill had in mind when 
she declared, “ I had a strange 
impression that their (the Kew­ 
pies’) intentions 
were of the 
best. 
In fact, I knew at once 
they were bursting with kind­ 
ness, that their hearts were 
as well-rounded as their tum­ 
mies. 
I meditated on them 
for days afterwards, and bit 
by bit, I saw they had phil­ 
osophy.”

Jan Murray says he has 
known 
Je rry 
Lewis 
since 
Je rry was around 10 years 
old. Murray was then 18 or 
19. already working the big 
hotels in the Catskills. Jerry, 
vacationing with his parents, 
would watch Jan every night 
and 
then, 
the 
next 
day 
around 
the pool, 
the 
kid 
would come over and repeat 
the comic’s entire act. 


“ It was fantastic,” Jan 
say:,. “ He’d have my act 
down, word for word. Of 
course. I didn’t know who 
the kid was and a couple of 
years later I had forgotten 
the whole thing.” 


It was perhaps a dozen

Dollar 
The 1939 silver dollar is 
one of the few commemo­ 
rative pieces issued by the 
Dominion of Canada and the 
last silver coin struck be­ 
tween 1939 and 1945 at the 
Royal Mint. It was minted in 
honor of a visit to Canada 
that year by King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth. 
The obverse, bearing the 
likeness of the late king, is 
not unlike all dollars issued 
during his reign, but the re­ 
verse is unusual when com­ 
pared with other Canadian 
designs in that, for the first 
time in her history, Canada 
pays tribute to the entire 
block of Parliam ent build­ 
ings in Ottawa. 
In spite of the fact that

particular piece 
was 
coined in the largest quan­ 
tity of any dollar until 1958, 
Charlton’s

good condition, $7 in very 
fine and $18 for an uncircu­ 
lated specimen. No proofs or 
prooflike coins were issued 
in 1939. 


Foreign Coins Prohibited 
in the U.S. 
Coinage issued as a circu­ 
lating medium or for pur­ 
poses of commemoration by 
Red China, N o r t h Korea, 
North Vietnam or Cuba may 
not be imported into the 
United States no matter how 
acquired. This is a ruling 
handed down by the Office 
of Domestic Gold and Silver 
Operations of the Treasury 
Department.

fornia, Georgia, Texas and 
New Jersey, now proudly 
wears an STP sticker. 
“ I ’m just thrilled with the 
whole thing,” announced Lo­ 
patin. “ It’s a great combi­ 
nation. Granatelli knows how 
to promote.” LoPatin says 
he refused a management 
contract, although he stays 
on as chief executive

American Raceways. 


Technically, the STP and 
A RI boards will have to ap­ 
prove the proposed merger 
by Jan. 30 or the deal dis­ 
solves.

Ever think how much a part 
of our daily life trees are? 
Think of all the songs, poems 
and expressions that mention or 
center around trees—all the ac­ 
tivities

trees. Picknickers usually look 
for trees to shelter them. Lov­ 
ers stroll under trees; kids 
climb and fall out of them. 
Besides these, one of the 
most pleasing functions of trees 
is to provide shade—or in tech­ 
nical terms, climate control. 
Trees lower high temperatures 
by absorbing the sun’s rays. 
When the trees become over­ 
heated by absorption they be­ 
gin to transpire. Larger ones 
often transpire moisture equal 
to 80 gallons of water a day— 
which benefits both humans and 
plants. Deciduous Trees—those 
which lose their leaves in the 
w intertim e-serve a dual funo’ 
tion: 
In summer they filter 
the sunlight and cool;in win­ 
ter their bare branches allow 
full sunlight and more warmth. 
The California Association 
of Nurserymen reminds gard­ 
eners that Deciduous Trees can 
be 
obtained now for planting. 
The dormant trees are avail­ 
able in a great variety now— 
in bare root form or in con­ 
tainers. 
What is available in your area 


will depend upon the climate. 
Usually available throughout the 
state are Fruitless Mulberry, 
Ash, Alder, Sycamore, and Chi­ 
nese Elm. 
These are excek 
lent choices for shade—and ap 
pearance. 
Special effects can be had by 
planting clumps of three white 
Birches; and Ginkgo, Locust, 
and Liquidambar (Sweet Gum) 
provide stunning fall colors. 
(Worth shopping for are hy­ 
brid varieties of the latter trio). 
The best plan is to visit your 
nearby C.A.N. nurserym an. He 
will offer the tree (Both ever­ 
green and deciduous) which have 
proven them selves in your area. 
Whatever the garden situation, 
there is a selection of trees 
to choose from which will pro­ 
vide beauty and clim ate con­ 
trol.

The Valentine’s a fine invention 
For bashful chaps like me, 
I need not even sign my name, 
A great relief, you see." 
The origin of St. Valentine’s 
Day was a Christian festival 
commemorating the martyrdom 


of St. Valentine on Feb. 14,270. 
It was celebrated as early as 
the 7th Century, but by the 14th 
Century, its religious signifi­ 
cance was overshadowed by the 
nonreligious customs still asso­ 
ciated with the day. 


Acceptance of St. Valentine as 
a patron saint of lovers appears 
to be accidental. The most plau­ 
sible of several theories is the 
medieval European belief that 
birds began to mate on Feb. 14. 
This notion 
presumably sug­ 


gested 
that lads 
and lasses 
should choose lovers and ex­ 
change 
gifts. 
Then the word 
“valentine" was applied to both 
persons and presents. 
After postal systems had been 
established, the 
practice of 
posting homemade messages, 
called 
Valentines, 
became 
prevalent. They were usually in 
verse and tender in nature, but 
occasionally 
comic 
or even 
coarse. Since World War 
I, 
especially in the United States, 
the 
greeting - card industry 
prints millions of valentines 
annually. One of the most sig­ 
nificant changes in attitude is 
the current tongue-in-cheek con­ 
temporary 
card, although the 
traditional, but updated, Valen­ 
tine continues to be popular.

Camellia 
countdown 


There’s no time like bloom 
time to select Camellias for 
your garden. Members of the 
California Association of Nur­ 
serymen suggest that by shop­ 
ping now you will find a great 
number of varieties at the peak 
of their bloom; others are just 
getting started and still other 
varieties are continuing to flow­ 
er after an early show of color. 
Camellias thrill Californians 
with garden color for at least 
half the year—from fall into 
spring. There are scores and 
scores of varieties which fall 
into three general categories: 
Sasanquas, Japonic as and Rett 
culatas. 
Sasanquas are the 
earliest to bloom and are dis­ 
tinguishable by the smaller fo­ 
liage and open—but gorgeous— 
flowers. The varieties in this 
clan 
tend to have a willowy 
growth habit and dark green 
foliage, making them ideal for 
landscape use. 


Japonica varieties produce 
the blooms with which most 
people are accustomed—every­ 
thing from frilly peony-types 
to 
the 
distinctive 
formal 
doubles. Each variety differs 
in growth habit. Some are slen­ 
der, upright growers; others 
are short and spreading. This 
characteristic is why design­ 
ers use Camellias extensively 
to achieve effects in the land­ 
scape. 


Lesser known are the Reti­ 
culata Camellias-generally tall 
growers with large leaves and 
spectacularly lovely flowers. 
These are worth shopping for, 
though their landscape use is 
limited. 
You’d have to look 
far' and wide to find a more 
spectacular sight — some va­ 
rieties sport blooms that are 
six inches in diameter.

North’s opening bid of one heart 
complicates the problem with 
the heart void. Because of this 
void, most South players re­ 
sponded with two clubs.

Into Coma’s Dark 


On Feb. 17, 1965, ac­ 
tress Patricia Neal suf­ 
fered a series of massive 
s t r o k e s . An emergency 
operation saved her life. 
The newly p u b l i s h e d 
book, “ Pat and Roald,” 
tells the inspiring story 
of her remarkable come­ 
back. This is the second 
in a series of 12 articles 
excerpted from that book.

The coma made day and 
night identical, for Hoald as 
well as for Pat. He drove 
back and forth from 
the 
house in Pacific Palisades to 
the hospital so many times 
every day that he often ar­ 
rived at his destination un­ 
aware of having made the 
trip. 
He knew that his bedside 
manner did not exactly cor- 
lespond to everyone’s idea of 
how he should behave, with 
Pat in such a pitiful con­ 
dition. He was too active, he 
supposed—too positive. 
Some of her visitors seem­ 
ed openly upset at his efforts 
to get through to her; he 
could 
feel them 
straining 
against the impulse to tell 
him to quit hounding her, to 
let her have some peace. 
But this was not peace— 
this was war, and you could 
only fight it with all your 
lesources. So he sorted the 
mail and read it and an­ 
swered a very good part of 
it.

had 
happened, he was not certain 
what he had done. Had he 
shouted? Shouted in her ear? 
He could scarcely imagine 
doing it, yet vaguely he had 
a recollection of shouting, 
“ Pat, this is Roald. Roald, 
JPat. Tessa says hello. Theo 
says hello. Don-mini says 
hello. Pat, it’s Roald.” 
Yes, p r o b a b l y he had 
shouted. He knew that he had 
slapped Pat’s cheeks and 
peeled her eyelids back— 
perhaps a shade more often 
than a medical man might 
have done. Strictly speaking. 
Pat lay on a cooling mat­ 
tress, a bed of ice to forestall 
edema in the damaged brain. 
She had a tube in her nose 
for feeding, a tracheotomy 
for breathing, a catheter for 
urine, restraining straps on 
her left arm and leg. Her 
skin had lost much of its 
turgor, and she made no 
voluntary movements. 
The coma was lasting too 
long. He knew that his opti­ 
mism surpassed what the 
doctors thought wise, and he

knew they were concerned 
for his own well-being. They 
were preparing him for the 
worst, just as Charlie (Dr.

Roald was living at such 
an extreme of fatigue and 
worry that in some respects 
he was numb. A great many 
nuances were no doubt esca­ 
ping his notice. He had spent 
hundreds of hours simply 
staring at Pat, studying her 
iace. seeing her and thinking 
about her in a way he had 
rarely done before. He saw 
things in her face that he had 
not discovered in 12 years of 
marriage. 
The squeezes grew stronger 
and more responsive as the 
days passed, and then one 
day her right eye popped 
open and stared back at him 
for fully five seconds before 
dropping shut again. 
It was a marvelous thing 
to witness — the slow, mys­ 
terious recovery of an in­

One night, jubilant over 
some frail signal, Roald ran 
into Charlie in the hospital 
parking lot. “ She’s going to 
live !” he exclaimed. “ I ’m 
absolutely sure of it.” 
“ Yes, she is,” Charlie an­ 
swered. “ But I ’m not sure 
whether or not I ’ve done her 
a favor.”

Telegraph l i n e s sprouted 
everywhere and the effort to 
run one from Baltim ore to 
Washington was where Cor­ 
nell became enmeshed. 
His first idea — the one 
that didn’t work — was to 
lay the wires underground.

The glass, 
though generally a cheap 
mix, is pretty. There are 
oddities to find — carnival 
glass specimens, for exam ­ 
ple. 


D ealers’ prices are cheap 
—$1 to $5—but when lines 
are 
being dism antled 
the 
flood can bring the prices 
down to a penny. Rarities, 
however, already command 
$100 or more from serious 
collectors. 


In his book. Tibbitts goes 
back to the 1903 World Al­ 
m anac trying to get an idea 
of the num ber of insulators 
ever m anufactured. He esti­ 
m ates a million as early as 
1870 and 10 million by 1902. 


So there’s no shortage of 
supply. 
Watch 
for 
those 
crazy hunks of glass at an­ 
tique dealers. It’s an excit­ 
ing hobby, still young and 
still inexpensive.

can clear these problems 
themselves. Now and then a 
plumber may have to be 
called in. 


One tool that should be in 
every home is the device 
known 
as 
“ p l u m b e r ’s 
friend.” This is the fam iliar 
plunger—a bell-shaped rub­ 
ber cup mounted on a wood­ 
en handle. 


In the case of a stopped- 
up sink drain, place the open 
plunger over the drain open­ 
ing. There should be enough 
w ater to cover the edge of 
the plunger so as to make a 
seal all around. 
Work the plunger up and 
down. The resulting alter­ 
nate compression and suc­ 
tion will generally dislodge 
any obstruction in the drain. 
One of the first things to 
do with a stopped-up sink 
drain is to check the sink 
stopper 
or 
strainer. 
The 
strainer may be filled with 
hair and other foreign m at­ 
ter. The stopper in m o s t 
sinks can be removed by 
loosening the nut of the lift- 
rod coupling below the basin. 
Pulling the rod out unseats 
the retaining ball, w h i c h 
loosens the stopper. You can 
then lift it out and clean it. 
If cleaning the stopper and 
using a plunger doesn’t clear 
up the problem, look further. 
The trap underneath the sink 
must be checked. 
The trap is the S-shaped 
pipe below the sink. The 
shape allows it to retain 
water, which in turn pre­ 
vents sewer gas from seep­ 
ing back up through the pipe 
and into the house. 
Some traps have a clean­ 
out plug which can be re­ 
moved with a wrench. If 
there is no plug, then you 
must remove the entire trap. 
In either case, make certain 
you have a pail below the 
trap to catch the water that 
comes out. 
Use a drain-trap auger to 
clean the pipe. One about 15 
or 20 feet long can be pushed 
a long way into the pipe. Use 
the kind equipped with a 
crank and. if pushing won’t 
remove the obstacle, then 
rotating the auger may drill 
it out. 
Scrub and wash out the 
trap while you have it off. 
If these m easures do not 
clear the pipes, then you will 
need professional help. The 
problem may be elsewhere 
in the system, like tree roots 
growing into the line. 
A 
plumber using a power auger 
can generally get these out. 
A c l o g g e d toilet trap 
should be treated with the 
s a m e routine — first the 
plunger, then the auger. A 
special kind is made for a 
toilet bowl. If a large object, 
such as a child’s toy, is 
wedged in the bowl you may 
need a plumber to disassem ­ 
ble the bowl, remove the ob­ 
ject and put it back together 
again.

“ Murderous Angels” , director 
Gordon Davidson is once again 
bringing to the stage a work 
destined to stir international 
attention and controversy.

ar Kipphardt’s “ In the Matter 
of J. Robert Oppenheimer” , 
which he directed for Center 
Theatre Group in its Ameri­ 
can Premiere at the Mark Ta­ 
per Forum and for the subse­ 
quent New York production at 
Lincoln Center. 


“ Murderous 
Angels” , like 
the Hochhuth and Kipphardtdra­ 
mas, belongs to the theatre of 
fact dealing with legendary fig­ 
ures in various stage guises. 
Author O’Brien has created a 
dramatic presentation of “ real 
people” with his chief prota­ 
gonists—Dag Hammarskjöld and 
Patrice Lumumba; yet they are 
presented as imagined charac­ 
ters, with the names and some 
of the attributes of real his­ 
torical figures, places in a dra­ 
matic situation matched as 
closely as possible to the his­ 
torical situation of those fig­ 
ures. This style of stagecraft 
was originally sanctioned by 
Aristotle and employed by such 
authors as Shakespeare in sev­ 
eral of his historical plays. 
None of the characters who do 
not have “ real” names is mod­ 
eled on a real person, but as 
real 
forces who affect the 
course of history. 
Probing the dangerous ques­ 
tions of complicity in murder 


and interference in the affairs 
of a new nation, “ Murderous 
Angels” thrusts the audience 
into the political intrique sur­ 
rounding the U.N. and foreign 
nations during the 1960-61 Bel­ 
gian Congo crisis. 
A company of distinction has 
been assembled for the mul­ 
tiple-role assignments under 
Mr. Davidson’s direction, in­ 
cluding Gwen Arner, Paul Bal-

New f a s t e n i n g devices 
come on the markjet every 
year, but the nail—which 
dates back to ancient times 
—remains the mosl popular 
for use in wood. 
Whether you are building 
a workbench or a house, put­ 
ting down flooring of apply­ 
ing trim, there is a nail to 
suit the job. 
The average maicabout- 
the-house will run into three 
main types — the cdmmon 
nail, the finishing nail and 
the box' nail—though» there 
are many others. 
These types are available 
in a wide variety of lengths 
and thicknesses. The com­ 
mon nail is the heavy one, 
the type used in general con­ 
struction and for framing. 
It has a flat head, a dia­ 
mond-shaped 
p o i n t 
and 
groves under the head to in­ 
crease holding power. 
Box nails are much like 
common nails, only thinner. 
They are used for lighter 
work where strength is not 
so important and where the 
heavier common nail might 
split the wood. 
The finishing nail is just 
what its name implies, a 
nail to be used where the 
finished appearance is im­ 
portant. Use finishing nails 
wherever you want to avoid 
having nail heads show. The 
head of a finishing nail is 
small enough to be driven 
below the s u r f a c e bf the 
wood. 
F ill the holes with 
putty or plastic wood after­ 
ward. Use finishing nails for 
cabinets, furniture, molding 
and trim. 
If you are looking for fin­ 
ishing nails ^-inch to 1У2 
inches long, you will find 
them sold under the name 
of brads. Nails with heads 
that are t h a t short are 
neither c o m m o n nor box 
nails, but are called wire 
nails. 
A so-called threaded nan 
actually has grooves around 
the shank. 
This increases 
the holding p o w e r to the 
point that they are just about 
impossible to pull out. These 
are o f t e n used to install 
shingles and wallboard.

Jersey Bounce

The average middle American gets a pretty dim view 
of New Jersey these di.vs. If the view is not dimmed by 
the fact that Mafia bosses claim to “ own” the state, it is 
dimmed, literally, by the industrial smoke around Newark 
and Jersey City. 
Motorists on the New Jersey Turnpike actually see very 
little to recommend the place; Gray, murky skylines; 
swamps; the pig farms in Secaucus; dingy cities. There is 
little to indicate why they call it the Garden State. The 
farmlands in Hunterdon County and the Boardwalk of At­ 
lantic City are too far away. 
Newark and Jersey City 
do little to lift the depres­ 
sion. When New Yorkers 
complain too loudly about 
dirty 
streets, 
uncollected 
garbage 
and 
such, 
they 
are told to look at Newark 
and be grateful. For the 
most part, they are. 
There is such a thing as 
geographical self-conscious­ 
ness. I know about that. 
There have been persons 
from my section of eastern 
Kentucky who have gone 
to places like Columbus, 
Ohio, and after awhile de­ 
nied ever hearing of the 
place. 
I wouldn’t imagine it’s much fun being ashamed of where 
you’re from. 
Harold McCann is a sociology instructor at Princeton 
University, which, as it happens, also is in New Jersey. 
He was born and reared in Hoboken. He has seen the 
pretty parts of Jersey and the ugly parts and he doesn’t 
like either. 
‘‘I ’d just as soon Newark and New Jersey drifted off into 
the Atlantic Ocean somewhere and sank,” he says. (Prince­ 
ton men are outrageously outspoken, it seems.) “ I think 
it’s a ghastly place.” 
New Jersey is 166 miles long and 57 miles wide and at 
last count contained nearly seven million persons. Gam­ 
bling, political struggles, lawlessness and other assorted 
items have combined to make it uncomfortable and rather 
crowded for many persons. 
“ It’s just dirty and corrupt,” McCann explained. “ That’s 
enough, don’t you think?” 
McCann has lived in other places—California, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Virginia, to name three. He has observed dif­ 
ferent attitudes toward his home state in each place. 
‘‘Out west, New Jersey doesn’t mean anything in par­ 
ticular to anyone,” he says. ‘‘They just consider it part 
of the East. 
‘‘It was a little different in Virginia, though. People 
looked down on you there if you came from New Jersey. 
You got a little bit of that in Pennsylvania, too.” 
McCann occasionally even finds himself defending New 
Jersey. “ Princeton and areas around southern New Jersey 
are very pleasant.” he said. “ It’s sort of a garden of par­ 
adise in a state that needs one.”

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Danish Ballet Leaps Into Space Age

CO PENH AG EN , Denmark 
—(N E A )—Film taken by the 
Apollo astronauts in orbit is 
being studied carefully by 
F l e m m i n g Flindt, 
Den­ 
m ark’s leading dancer-cho- 
reographer, who is creating 
the world’s first space ballet 
for the Royal Danish Ballet 
Company. 
“ My big problem is how to 
make the dancers appear 
weightless and 
as though 
they are floating in space,’’ 
explains Flindt, who is ballet 
master of the c o m p a n y . 


“ This is w h e r e the film 
taken by Buzz Aldrin and 
the other astronauts of the 
Apollo program has proved 
useful. 
“ We have asked an engi­ 
neer to design 
a 
special 
floor, which will act as a 
sort of trampoline to give 
the dancers buoyancy. But 
we don’t know yet whether it 
will give the desired effect 
of the dancers being freed 
from the pull of gravity. 
Also, we are experimenting 
with special mirror effects, 
which may give the illusion 
of weightlessness.’’ 
The space ballet is based 
on the story of Faust (here

renamed Felix Luna), who 
sells his soul to the devil in 
a vain search for happiness. 
In its modern dance version, 
the story will hint at the 
moral that scientific prog­ 
ress does 
not necessarily 
bring happiness to man, in 
this case to Felix, as he 
travels through interplane­ 
tary space in pursuit of it. 
Flindt, 
staging 
his 
10th 
ballet since he became bal­ 
let master in 1963, admits 
that the moral implications 
are what have made the sub­ 
ject attractive to him. 
Founded nearly 200 years 
ago, the Royal Danish Ballet 
ranks with the Russian Bol­ 
shoi and the American Bal­ 
let T h e a t e r 
among 
the 
world’s top companies. In its 
tours of America in 1957, 
1960 and again in 1965, the 
Danish c o m p a n y was ac­ 
claimed from coast to coast. 
Here in Denmark, it has re­ 
cently won new fans by en­ 
larging its repertoire to in­ 
clude modern works as well 
as classical ballets. 


Flindt, who works a 14- 
houi day, is difficult to lo­ 
cate. I finally managed to 
corner him in a shopping 
center on the outskirts of Co­ 
penhagen, where the Royal 
Danish Ballet was giving a 
free m a t i n e e performance 
for hundreds of school chil­ 
dren. The work chosen was 
“ The Swineherd,” based on 
a fairy tale by Hans Chris­ 
tian Andersen, and it seemed 
to delight its audience, judg­ 
ing by the squeals. 
“ This is part of our policy 
of bringing ballet to the peo­ 
ple,” Flindt explained back­ 
stage. “ Our children’s mati­ 
nees have been so popular, 
in fact, that we have had to 
stop advertising them. 
“ It’s because of the fire 
regulations. We have a ter­ 
rible time keeping the aisles 
free of kids, so that the audi­ 
ence could be e v a c u a t e d 
quickly in case of fire.” 
Television has also helped 
to win a whole new audience 
for ballet, with Flindt being 
invited to stage such elabo­ 
rate productions as Stravin­ 
sky’s “ Rites of Spring” on 
the small screen. 
As a result of the newly- 
awakened interest in dance, 
the Royal Danish Ballet has 
extended its season to nine 
months in the year, starting 
in September, giving five 
performances a week, which 
is a record for a company of 
its reputation. 
Another indication of popu­ 
larity is that there are now 
20 applicants for every va­ 
cancy at the Royal Thea­ 
tre’s ballet school. Those ap­ 


plicants lucky enough to be 
accepted are given tuition 
free of charge from the age 
of 7 to 16. The school, whose 
enrollment is now limited to 
65 pupils, is soon to be ex­ 
panded to 150 and to have its 
own buildings near the opera 
house here in Copenhagen. 
D e n m a r k owes its long 
dance tradition to a genius 
without a drop of Danish 
blood in his veins. He was 
August Bournonville, the son 
of a French father and a 
Swedish mother, who cre­ 
ated over 50 ballets in Co­ 
penhagen in the years be­ 
tween 1829 and 1876. 
The Bournonville ballets, 
the most famous of which

are “ Napoli” and “ La Sylph- 
ide," are noted for the equal 
prominence which they give 
to male and female dancers. 
Indeed, the hallmark of the 
Royal Danish Ballet is the 
virile dancing of its male so­ 
loists.
